mittee would be released “as they 
jumped out of the window.” He 
said he would not argue about 
his “off-hand conversation,” but 
that no further names would be 
given out hastily “unless some- 
thing like this comes along again.”

Gloomy Gil Dobie, Famous 
Grid Coach, Dies at 69 


HARTFORD, Conn.—(AP)—J. 


“Gloomy Gil” who worked foo 


Gilmour Dobie, the 
tball coaching magic at Wash- 


ington, Cornell and Boston College despite his own doleful 


predictions, died Thursday night at a private hospital after’ 


a long illness. He was 69. 

Dobie, highly regarded as one of | 
the greatest coaches in the history) 
of football, had been a patient at! 
the hospital for several months. He 
had not been in perfect health) 
since he was seriously injured in 
an auto crash in 1936, two years 
before he ended his 36-year coach- 
ing career. 


Cause of death 
nounced. 

The spare, angular coach prob- 
ably is best remembered by the 
present generation for his stay at 
Cornell where he coached from 
1920 through the 1935 season. At 
Ithaca, N. Y., he enjoyed great 
success, especially during the early 
Even then, be- 
fore every game, he was pessimis- 
tic about Cornell’s chances. 

Actually, his outstanding record 
was established at the University 
of Washington where his teams. 
were unbeaten through nine 
straight seasons. The huskies won 
58, tied three and lost none under 
Dobie from 1906 through 1916. Be- 
fore that he led North Dakota Ag- 
ricultural College through two sea- 
sons without defeat. 

Always a stickler fof detail and 
2 great believer in the off-tackle 
play, Dobie depended on powerfu! 
lines and tackle smashing for his 
success. Forward passing ustally 
was his weakest offensive weapon 

In his day, when he played end 
quarterback at Minnesota 
1899-1901, first team men played 
every minute until injured. 

“We didn’t have substitutes,” 
he often said, “because we didn’t 
need them. The men who made the 
first team were muscular, physi- 
cally perfect speciments of players, 
hardened to stand the gaff of mass 
formation plays in two 35-minute 
halves.” 

During his later years, Dobie 
was annoyed at the great speciali- 
zation of the game. He suggested 
fewer formations and less empha- 
sis on scouting. 

“Football consumes too much 
time on the part of all concerned,” 
he said, “we can junk one half 
and still have more than enough 
left for the college game.” 

However while he was at

Then he 
moved to North Dakota “Aggies” 
where he started the string of 11 
straight unbeaten seasons that 
carried through his stay at Wash- 
ington. Moving east to Navy on 
the strengt of that fine record, 
he coached the Middies to their 
first victory over Army in five 
years in 1917. 

Cornell signed Dobie in 1920 and 
gave him a five-year contract after 
his first season. After unbeaten 
years in 1922 and 1923, they tore 
it up and gave him a 10-year con- 
tract running through 1933. 

When it ran out, Dobie signed 
another long term agreement, but 
he no longer was getting the ma- 
terial he needed at Cornell. There 
was much sniping by alumni and 
student groups at Dobie’s consist- 
ent. pessimism. . He resigned with 
two years to go on his contract, 
accepting a cash settlement. 

On the day of 
the Cornell Sun, 
said: 

“Mr. Dobie’s pessimistic philoso- 
phy, frequently described as a ‘de- 
featist complex’, may be

Dobie suffered a brain é@oncus 
sion, jaw fracture and deep lacera- 
tions. However, he. continued 
coaching through 1938 when his 
Boston College team was unbeat- 
en up to a final game loss to Holy 
Cross.

Georgia teachers often have been the 
butt of political jokes. They are playing 
that role again now with the present ad- 
ministration unable to find funds to con- 
tinue the 10-percent pay rise granted them 
as a last-minute gesture by former Acting 
Gov. Thompson. 

Gov. Thompson granted the teachers 
@ pay increase by the simple expedient 
of transferring $700,000 from highway 
funds for that purpose. The sum was suf- 
ficient to continue the increase for only 
two months—November and December— 
and it was left up to his successor to find 
the wherewith to keep it going. 

It was easy for the former Acting Gov- 
ernor to raise the teachers’ pay. Court 
action, brought by Talmadge supporters, 
had tied up highway construction con- 
tracts and the money which would have 


gone to pay for the construction was given 
instead to the teachers. 

Let it be added that such efforts to 
embarrass succeeding administrations is 
a customary, if unsavory, mark of Georgia 
politics. If you can’t lick ’em, make it 
tough for them, seems to be the motto. 

The teachers, however, who have been 
subjected to such political maneuvers be- 
fore, were not fooled. They knew their 
“raise” was strictly political and the 
money with which it was paid rightfully 
belonged to the highway program. They 
are shooting for bigger game—the Mini- 
mum Foundation Program. Though it will 
not be a panacea for all ills, this program 
would be a basic policy of the State be- 
yond reach of the hot and cold winds of 
factional politics. And that is the way it 
should be.

Not a single 
Democratic Congressman was defeated for re- 
election. Not a single Democratic Senator was 
replaced by a Republican at the polls. All of the 


old Democratic House members came through | 


while some 79 new ones were being elected. In 
the Senate contests the Democrats re-elected all 
of their Senators who were running to succeed 
themselves and gained nine new. ones besides. 


Officials of the Democratic Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee say this is a remarkable record 
that has not been equaled in modern times, if 
ever. To have gone through an election without 
suffering the defeat of a single candidate for re- 
election is a notable feat, to be sure. Obviously 
the answer to any question about a Presidential 
mandate is to be found there. Congress was the 
main issue in the campaign and the people voted 
overwhelmingly to place a Democratic Congress 
in power, throwing out the majority control that 
has been held by the Republicans since the 1946 
elections. 


There were only two Congressional districts in 
the country that sent back Republicans to re- 
place Democrats who had been serving. Both 
were in California. But in these neither of the 
the Democratic Congressmen had been a candi- 
date for re-election. Democratic Committee of- 
ficials are convinced that both would have been 
returned if they had sought another term. 


Figures on the total vote cast for Democratic 
candidates for Congress are not yet available, 
but when they are they are expected to show a 
different picture from the final returns in the 
Presidential race, after due adjustments are 
made in those states where there were no 
Democratic candidates for Congress in all of 
the districts. Where the difference comes in is 
that there was no splintering movement in the 
Congressional contests such as there was in 
the Democratic Party over the Presidency. 


If the Democratic votes polled by Henry Wal- 
ice and the Dixiecrat ticket were added to Mr. 
‘ruman’s total, he would have defeated Gover- 
ior Dewey, the GOP candidate, by upwards of 
+,500,000 votes. 


In the new Congress elected in November the 
Democrats will have 263 members of the lower 
House: This contrasts with the 243 members 
elected by the party in the Presidential election 
of 1944 and the 267 members elected in 1940. 

From the standpoint of Congressional control, 
it looks as though Mr. Truman will have even 
more of a mandate than President Roosevelt had 
after his last election and about the same as he 
had at the beginning of his third term. 


Is Education a Panacea? 


The Writer Is an Instructor in English at Florida State University. 


When most so-called thinkers in Georgia—and elsewhere—are 
prescribing education as a kind of panacea for human ills—when 
thousands upon thousands of veterans are clamoring for admission 
to secondary schools and to colleges—when people, generally, are 
looking to education with the kind of hopeful earnestness rarely 
known except among those who are desperately striving for some- 
thing (possibly for preservation or salvation), the basic meaning 
and value of education, it seems to me, needs redefining. 


>? My own experience as one who, himself, con- 
For Money! tinues to seek an education tends to support, for 
example, the statement made by Woodrow Wilson that “educa- 
tion is a point of view,” and the general attitude of Alfred Edward 
Wiggam in his book, “The Marks of an Educated Man,” he re- 
peatedly asserting that college and education (in the best sense) 
are far from synonymous. As a student and as a college instruc- 
tor, I have found, almost without exception, that young men (and 
some women) today are interested in acquiring a sheepskin only 
because of its being an entree to the proverbial dollar-sign. The 
diploma has, I fear, taken its place in an age of credentials, shibbo- 
leths and gadgets. But “Ah, the man’s the thing!” 


I do not belittle or overlook the necessity of one’s making 
money; I, too, must pay the butcher and the modern equivalent of 
the candlestick-maker. But I have nothing but contempt for the 
nouveau riche, for the Babbitt and for the otherwise undeserving 
“man of distinction.” Wealth and authority in any field of human 
endeavor demand certain responsibilities of the individual above 
and beyond particular skill. The late Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
was a wealthy American when he assumed the arduous duties of 
President of the United States: but Roosevelt was a great man 
before the presidential office. He was, in my opinion, an edu- 


cated man. 

Wisdom Wiggam has written*that one of the most truly edu- 
cated persons he ever knew was an old apple-gatherer 

who never had even one day of formal schooling. Perhaps this 

example is one of wisdom rather than of education—and there is a 

vast difference between the two. 


Because I personally am interested in English as a study—in 
literature, philosophy and poetry especially—I hope that I succeed 
partially in possessing a vision far beyond my own particular inter- 
ests, which, really, I regard as skills or tools, helping me earn some 
sort of livelihood. Unfortunately, however, whenever I would 
choose a friend among engineers, physicians, business executives, 
attorneys, to often the prospective friend says, in so many words, 
“Sorry, you don’t speak my language!” Is there a special lan- 
guage for the truly educated person? Or must we all surrender 
to an idiotic notion of specialization, saturating human relations 
with its venom?

Editor Constitution: The Ministry of National 
Insurance in London is trying to get into touch 
with anyone who left Great Britain before 5th 


| July, 1948. 


The Ministry wishes them to know that those 


: who went abroad before 5th July this year to 


work for an employer with a place of business 


: in Great Britain are likely to be insurable under 


the National Insurance Scheme. The Scheme is 
also likely to apply to those who have been con- 
tributing to the old Health and Pensions Insur- 
ance Scheme. People who left Great Britain after 
lst January, 1946, and ad, up to 5th July, 1948, 
been working for an employer in Britain, will 


in most cases be liable to pay. compulsory con-_. 
Others of these 


tributions for twelve months. 
two groups who became insurable on 5th July, 
1948, can say if they wish to pay contributions 
while abroad or not. The rates of contributibns 
are 4s./7d. or 4s./8d. for a man and 1s./0d. less for 
a woman. Men over 65 and women over 60 whe 
are abroad cannot come into the scheme as new 
entrants. a 

Some types of benefit—sickness or unempfoy 
ment for instance—will be paid only in Great 
Britain, though contributions paid while abroad 


But all contributions count towards Widow’s 
Benefit and Retirement Pension and both of 
those can be drawn anywhere in the British 
Commonwealth and Empire. 

To get the full rate of Widow’s Benefit or-Re 
tirement Pension it is usually necessary to pay 
contributions from the beginning of the scheme, 
All those abroad who expect to return to Britain, 
even after some years, and those who have per- 
manently retfnoved to the Dominioris or: Colonies 
may desire to come into the scheme from the 
start if they are entitled to do so. 

The Ministry of National Insurance cannot 
contact, direct, everyone overseas but copies of 
a special leaflet N. I. 36A, explaining the position 
to persons abroad have been sent to His Majesty’s 
Consulates. Those are also available at all local 
National Insurance Offices in Great Britain and 
can be obtained by relatives for sending overseas,

Unanswerable Argument 


Editor Constitution: The views expressed by 
Governor and Stellanova Osborn with respect to 
a voters’ qualification law are entirely correct. 
Your editorial on that subject, to which they 
refer, is unanswerable. 

No one, under our law, has an inherent right 
to perform the functions of an elector. That is 
a duty as distinguished from a right. Nor has 
anyone any inherent right to perform the fune- 
tions of a judge, or a legislator, or the functions 
of any other public office. 

It is when one has met the qualifications pre 
scribed by law, and has been selected in the 
manner prescribed by law, that a right to per 
form any public function becomes coupled with @ 
duty. 

An elector must make decisions which fix the 
public policy. A judge who would suffer himself 
to be channeled into a bloc which was controlled, 
or who would be influenced to base his decision 
on other than his good judgment, would be im- 
peached and disqualified to perform the func- 
tions of any public office, or that of an elector. 
This is true of other public officers. 

It is not democracy, as we have developed it 
under our constitutions in America, to treat an 


elector differently. How are we to have the char-
